Several Years 


Hundreds Injured By 


July 4 Fireworks

T he nation celebrated Ju ly 4th 
with one of the lowest holiday tra f­ 
fic death tolls in recent years. 
{ 
Accidental 
deaths totaled 
201 
for the 30-hour period 
from 6 
p. rn., (local tim e) Tuesday to m id­ 
night W ednesday. 
The latest breakdow n showed 
103 traffic deaths, 54 drownings, 
five deaths from firew orks and 39 
from m iscellaneous accidents. 
Tho traffic toll was well below 
the 130 which the National Safety 
Council had predicted would die 
on the natio n ’s highways. 
A factor was cool, 
rainy 
or 
cloudy w eather, which cut dow n 
travel in m any parts of the coun­ 
try. 
H u n d red s w ere 
injured 
from 
firew orks. At least 
15 
suffered 
injuries at a firew orks display in 
Cheviot, O , a Cincinnati suburb, 
w hen an aerial bomb exploded 
am ong 10,000 spectators. 
The traffic death toll com par­ 
ed with 84 for last M emorial Day, 
which also was on a W ednesday. 
Last y ear the Independence Day 
holiday covered a four-dav period 
and the accidental deaths hit a 
I 
0 record high of 783. 
The

The co u n try ’s traffic deaths in 
the first five m onths 
this 
y ear j 
u r i c 13,240, 
an average of 
87 
every 24 hours or 117 for 
a 30- 
hour period. The five-m onth total, 
however, covers deaths occurring

injured.

have a lot of stuff with which to 
work,” he said. ‘‘A lot of basic re­ 
sources are necessary. 
Public Opinion Needed 
‘•If talk and good intentions and 
good writing could 
bring 
about 
good 
conservation, 
our streams 
would be full of fish and woods 
full of game. 
Bul—other 
things 
enter in.” 
He referred to the fight against 
w ater pollution where what pro­ 
gress has been made has 
shown 
that a well organized and power­ 
ful public opinion is 
needed 
to 
end pollution. 
“There are several ways to get at 
preservation of wildlife. Bul wild­ 
life is just a by-product. The im ­ 
portant thing is the preservation 
of 
the 
conditions 
which 
foster 
wildlife. Those are the same con­ 
ditions that are needed for 
our 
way of life, its human dignity that 
is so important, and dependant on 


an abundance of things, lf we lose 
our natural resources we lose 
a 
part of our freedom.” 
Costs Go tip 
This country is 
preparing 
to 
mine lower grade iron ore, 
low 
grade aluminum ore. It 
can 
be 
done, but the cost is greater in ef­ 
fort and in money. That increase 
in effort takes away part of free­ 
dom. The same is true of timber, 
of copper, of oil, of ail resources 
under a competitive system,—the 
best is taken first and the lower 
grade is harder to get. That way 
tends to destroy the abundance on 
which our system is based.

Rearmament Is Big 
Problem In Europe 
T7*VERY responsible Western leader 
be- 
lieves the only hope of preventing war 
with Russia is to make the West so strong 
Stalin will fear to move. 
These leaders are agreed that real re­ 
arm ament is the vital ingredient in that 
strength. No military divisions on paper, 
no mere potential of industrial capacity 
are deemed likely to exert a critical im ­ 
pact upon Stalin. 
That the United States and tile nations 
of Western Europe must share the b ur­ 
dens of rearm am ent is accepted by all 
sober statesmen of the tree world. But 
beyond this basic accord there lies a cru­ 
cial dilemma which threatens the whole 
structure of common Western action. Ex­ 
pressed simply it is this: 
How can European nations rearm w ith­ 
out so damaging their civilian economies 
that they are laid open to the kind of 
Communistic attack from within that we 
are trying to prevent from without? 
One need not apologize for any foot- 
dragging on Europe's part to recognize the 
reality of this danger. In public and pri­ 
vate statement, the aolest Americans and 
Europeans associated with 
Western 
de­ 
fense declared this to be the very core of 
the matter. 
Iii America, rearm am ent certainly is no 
minor affair. It cannot be absorbed w ith­ 
out the pain of economic 
dislocation—in­ 
flation. curtailment of civilian gods, short­ 
ages ot men and materials. 
But the prospect tor Europe is far grim ­ 
mer. The countries ot Europe do not have 
America's abundance of resources. 
They 
suffered vastly greater ravages in World 
W ar II. Only recently, thanks largely to 
the Marshall Plan, have 
they 
begun to 
enjoy again some genuine sense of econ­ 
omic well-being. 
What this means is that the margin of 
safety is much narrower in Europe than 
America. Rearmament 
anywhere 
means 
squeezing the civilian economy. But in the 
aations of Europe there is little room for 
squeezing. 
The British still live under 
rationing. 
Dther Western Europeans remember too 
vividly the pallid existence they 
so 
re­ 
cently endured. 
Even today, 
their life 
Is no economic paradise. For all these peo­ 
ple it is but a short step down to a condi­ 
tion that stirs within them feelings of des­ 
pair. 
Europe’s leaders well understand this. 
And so it is that they fear too abrupt and 
too heavy 
rearmament. 
They 
foresee 
popular uprisings that might undermine 
Europe's shaky governments and clear the 
way for communism.

The taxpay­ 
ers of America hope that other 
senators 
share the view of Senator George on this 
issue. 
Admittedly taxes will have to be pegged 
at a high level in view of the gigantic re­ 
armam ent program and in the light of 
unsettled conditions in Europe. But 
the 
Koi eau wai has been a tremendously cost­ 
ly venture. If our financial needs in Korea 
are sharply reduced, as they most certain­ 
ly would be if the war there ends soon, it 
should have some visible effects upon our 
tax policy. 
Sen. George sounded the attitude of mil­ 
lions of Americans when he said that it is 
not necessary to give the military authori­ 
ties everything they request to the exclu­ 
sion of the needs of the civilian economy. 
Mobilization can and should go forward 
to meet the threat of Communism but it

Grand Rapids’ trailb lazin g experiment 
in fluordination of the public w ater sup­ 
ply as a means of reducing tooth decay is 
now benefiting the nation. 
The practice is spreading rapidly, ac­ 
cel ding to 
a statement 
by the 
United 
States Public Health Service, reporting on 
a recent conference of state dental direc­ 
tors. The process no longer is labeled “pre­ 
liminary.'’ 
‘‘During the past year.” said the Surgeon 
General, ‘‘our studies progressed to the 
point where we could announce an un­ 
qualified indorsement of the fluoridation 
of public water supplies as a mass pro­ 
cedure for reducing tooth decay by two- 
thirds.” 
Thanks to the results of the experi­ 
ment conducted here and in a few other 
cities, some communities in almost every 
state now have the service, 88 cities in all. 
including, besides 
Grand 
Rapids, 
two 
others of more than 100,000 population, 
while 
Cleveland. 
Milwaukee, 
Seattle, 
Baltimore. 
Pittsburgh

Tungssten is a hardening alloy, 
and is used in electric lights and 
radio tubes.
